Each individual 
reader will speculate all the more 
for himpelf on such questions as, 
the glossopteria flora; the origin of 
the phancrogams;. the cordaitaléf? 
sex In plants; the movement of, 
continents; the causes of’ plant dis- 
tribution; and a host of other pro- 
blems. And this volume may be 
looked upon as the fons et origo 
of them all-—at Ieast where they 
are sane and healthy. 

A word must be said in praise 
of the illustrations. Mr, Vulliamy 
has some beautiful reconstructions 
of the past which do justice to his 
imaginativo abilities, Many of the 
photographs are ‘beautiful ropro- 
ductions. Wo liko especially a 
couple from New Zealand and one 
from Juan Fernandez. Tho tech- 
nique and general get-up of tho 
volume reflect gront credit on the 
Cambridge Univoraity Press.

The Trumpct Lity. 

Ono of the most beautiful of 
Hong Kong’a wild *flowcra Ja now 
out on the slopes. of Victorin Peak, 
High West, and. elsewhere in tho 
Colony. It fs a lily called Lilium 


Brownii var colchesteri, Wilson, and |- 


was one of the first lilles to bo in- 
troduced from China into Europe. 
Jt frat flowered in England in tho 
garden of Mr. F. E. Brown at 
Slough, near Windsor, in 1837; In 
1838 it was introduced into Belgium 
and Holland, and oince that date has 
boon cultivated extensively, Brown's 
bulbs came, probably, from Canton. 
One, two, or three trumpet- 
shaped flowers are torne on the end 
of a stalk 2 to G feet in height; 
flowers recently measured by me 
were 7 Inches long and when open 7 
Inches In diameter. They aro very 
fragrant and beautifully coloured. 
Innide the segmenta are white but 
on the outside the three outer 
segments are of a atriking bronze- 
“purple colour; the three = inner 
segments are white on the outside, 
ason the inside, but possess a broad 
tentral stripe of purple, Tho 
stamena are decp red-orange in 
striking contrast to the petals, 
Sometimes the flowera arc almost 
pure white, being only faintly 
tinged with purple on the outaide. 
This ig the common trumpet lily 
of China and probably occurs in 
mont of Its provinces, The Canton- 
eso name is pak hap; the Chinese 
eat tho bultxs which they boil and 
from which a rich soup fs prepared.

Bummer Orchids. 

In spite of the rather inclement 
weather there Is quite a number of 
Interesting flowers out Gn the hill- 
aides. On the extreme summit of 
High West the first of the Summer 
orchids may be scen now in flower. 
Irefer to Spathaglottia pubcscens 
which, ‘from Its colotr, deserves the 
name of Buttercup orchid, and the 
aulphur coloured Habenaria aentfora 
. which might equally well be termed 

the Sulphur Lady orchis. This lat- 

tor species turns chocolate brown on 
ageing and is, in consequence, not 

{deal for household decoration. 
+ Several other orchids are in flower, 

but the most beautiful, or one of 

the most beautiful, spécics is not 
yet out though it will be soon on 

High West and In the Territorica. 

This orchis Platanthera Susannae, 

the Susan orchis, bears 3-6 flowers 

on the end of a atalk about o foot 


high. Each flower ie puro white, 
2 inchon in diameter, the Intoral 
petala being’ deeply fringed.

Hillaide Flowers. 

Two or three other plants deserve 
mention; one of these ts Clematia 
Moyeniana. This \o by far the com- 
monest of the Jocal Clematis species 
and is tho finit of the Summer 
species to como into flower. It fg 
quite abundant and is a very attrac. 
tive species rather similar to tho 
Traveller’s Joy of the English 
hedgerow. Mclastoma repena, tho 
only local creeping apecics of this 
gonus, ia ‘in flower in abundance 
on High Weat and in many other 
focalitles where the grasa Is short 
and where there Is plenty of sun- 
shine, (1 mean of course where the 
nun’a ray would fall if the omnl- 
present fog and cloud disappeared). 
The flower has five rose purple petals 
But is smaller than those of the 
Shrubby species.

The Bamboo Snake. ‘ ‘ 

Whilet I avas away in North 
China one of my collectors ‘was 
bitten by o bamBoo snake; this was 
not the youth who was recently 
bitten by a cobra but his brother. 
The account which I obtained from 
him is roughly as follows. Tho 
anake, about 2 feet Jn length, bit 
him on the basal joint of bis right 
forofinger and immediately let yo. 
1 asked my collector what he did 
fiat and he replied “Put the snake 
In a bag"—a very good action from 
my point of view, for ‘the living 
snake js now In my Jab, but not 
perhaps what I should have dono 
under the circumstance. He made 
no attempt to squeeze out the poison 
but went in search of a plant culled 
locnlly pur pin kei which, when 
found about an hour Sater, he ap- 
plied in a crushed state, to the bite. 
This fern Pleridinm scmipinnata [6 
one of the five plants which pro- 
fessional anake catchers in Kwang- 
tung mix to make an antidote for, 
snake venom, By itaclf the fern 
certainly did my collector no good, 

The victim's finger, hand, and 
arm swelled considerably and be- 
came very painful, the swelling and 
pain spreading as far 08 the 
shoulder and chest muscles. He 
snid that fover accompariied the 
paln, Two days later Me went to 
hoapltal where he remalned for 
three days,—now, some weeks later,

his finger shows no sign, or very 
little, of oven belng bitten 
This story roflects no credit on 
mo; infact, very much the reverse, 
but I relate it here to emphasise the 
fact-that polaonous anakes do occur 
In Hong ‘Kong ond” that thelr bite, 
though not ef neoossity fatal, is a 
thing td bo avolded, “If bitten by & 
rnake apply  turniquet (a plece of 
string and a pencil), squeczo out 
ns much of tho polsan as posslble, 
and get in touch with a doctor 
immediately. Remember, also, that 
the treatment of snake bito diffors 
with different snakes ¢g., cobra and 
bamboo snake (pit viper) and thore- 
fora take the annke alive or dead 
to the doctor. Also, make a note of 
the fact that snnkes, allve or dead, 
of any, and avery’ kind, will bo 
welcomed joyfully at the Biological 
Department of the Univeralty.

Scorpions and Centipedes,  * 

[ scarcely credited the report that 
scorpiona were to bo found in Hong 
Kong until a month ago when 1 
received one in a match-box from a 
friend. Thia same friend has re- 
cently sent me n report of a second 
scorpion killed earlier hrthe year on 
the Island. The distribution of 
sgorpions in China Is rathor 
strange. In Peking they are ex- 
tremely, abundant and cqually so in 
some of the Northern coast porta, 
A friend told me that he was otung 
on the arm by two small scorpions 
one morning; they had -hidden In o 
told of his towel, This Chincso 
scientist spends roughly half his 
thme in Peking and the_otlier half 
in Nanking, but sald that he had 
never once seen a acorpion in Nan- 
king. While relating this to me 
another zoologist, who was present, 
left: the room, returning shortly 
with a jar containing a small scor- 
plon. I removed the large cork to 
have n better look and failed to 
observe a centipede on tha inside of 
the cork; fortunately it was not 
fecling aggressive, ‘ 

In Hong Kong the large centipede, 
Scolopendrium, ls quite abundant, I 
anw one 9 inches Jong on the first 
day 1 arrived in Hong Kong, 2% 
years ago, and was duly impressed. 
The first pair of legs are modified 
na poison jaws and can inflict 9 vory 
bad bite.

“ When the 2nd Battation War- 
wickshlre Regiment. Ionded a 
Southampton from. the troopship 
Nouralla recently, on thelr roturn 
from Egypt, a wondorful record of 
overecns service was completed.

HIPPO'S ASSASSINS. 


- Fined for Killing S. 
Africa’s Hippo Pet. 


Four Europcan farmera of King 
Williamstown have been fined £26 
each for shooting Huberta the 
Hippo. 

Thoy declared they were unable 
to rend or write and never knew 
an animal Uke the hippo existed, 
no that when Huberta, suddenly 
appeared on the farm they prompt- 
ty shot her. 

Tho hippopotamus, which, under 
the name of “Hubert the Hippo,” 
became South Africa’s national 
pet and was worshipped by the 
native as a god, left its home in 
Zululand In Novembor, 1928, and 
wandered down the whole length 
of the Natal const to sottle down 
finally in the Enatern Cape. 

At the beginning of April it 

was reported that the Bloomfon- 
tein Zoo officinis Intended to enp- 
ture the ‘hippopotamus. 
A few weeks later the ‘animal's 
carcase was found flonting in the 
Koiskama River near King 
Williamstown. She had been shot 
at close range, two bullets haviny 
penetrated above cach eye. 

On oxamination. the hippo was 
found to be a female, and waa 
therefore posthumously renamed 
“Huberta.” :
